Plant in SPRING ONLY. Tie the stem securely to a stake 
with strips of cloth. Prune back the flowering branches each 
season to 3 or 4 eyes. 

WINTER PROTECTION in Cold Climate: Before freezing 
weather starts bend the stem over slowly until the head rests 
on the ground, loosening the roots with a fork on the side oppo- 
site from the side the stem is being bent. Drive a stake next to 
the crown and tie securely.

PEACH TREES WILL LIVE AND GROW BETTER IF 
PLANTED IN THE SPRING. FALL PLANTING 
IS NOT RECOMMENDED 


Peach trees, unlike other Fruit Trees, do not become dormant 
early in the Fall, that is, the sap does not return to the roots as 
early as with other types of Fruit Trees. 

As a result of this condition, should the Winter be severe the 
losses on Fall Planted Peach Trees is apt to be heavy. To elimi- 
nate this possibility we recommend that Peach Trees be planted 
in the SPRING. All other Fruit Trees can be planted either in 
the Fall or Spring.

Thus, the surplus growing strength and 
vigor that would ordinarily be consumed in producing straw- 
berries is transmitted by nature from the Mother plant to her 
offspring, resulting in producing vigorous, heavy-rooted, top 
quality plants, capable of bearing profitable crops of First Quality 
Berries. Only the plants that develop close to the Mother plant 
are used. Weak, inferior quality plants that grow at the end of 
the runners are not used in filling our orders.
